A Farmer’s Straight Talk 
to His Brother Farmer 


I believe we should build up 
our own community and enable 
home merchants to give us as 
good a market for our products 
by standing by them. We can 
buy all that we need, and as 
cheaply by doing business at 
home, and thus make a better 
market for our produce. 

How can we expect our home 
stores to thrive and grow, if we 
farmers refuse to trade with them 
by sending our money to some 
distant city, which does not in- 
terest us or help us in the least ? 

hile there is always a stand- 


ard price for some kinds of far- | 


mers’ produce, how can we expect 
the country or town merchants to 


buy our eggs, butter, poultry and | 


other products so vital to us all, 
if we do not reciprocate to our 
town merchant ? 

Is it not our object to build up 
our market town and make _ mar- 
kets for our products ? Does it 
not add to the value of our land 
for us to be able to point to 
some near-by town, with a 
ready market, school and church 
advantages ? Is not land so situ- 
ated worth more than if it is 
isolated and distant from every- 
thing and everybody ? 

By standing by our home mer- 
chants we are standing by each 
other, we all thrive and prosper 
together. 

Is it to our interests to build 
great house in distant cities ? | 
make the broad assertion that 


some things on the surface, may | 


seem cheaper than the prices of 
our home merchants, after we 
skrimped ourselves to get the 
cash and paid the freight and 
other charges, and paid for things 
we do not need because they seem 
cheap, we are actually out of poc- 
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ket ; we are simply gulled by | 


cormorants. 

If we keep depressing and de- 
stroying our home merchants we 
will find after a lifetime, that our 
farms are in an isolated region, 
and have not increased in value 
as they would if we had made a 
market at our own very door. 

I know farmers who are always
